The Executive Force Review Committee (EFRC) consisting of Commanders 
David E. Halm, Kelley S. Fraser, and Eddie Rivero met and reviewed the 
above case. 


FINDINGS: 

The EFRC determined the use of deadly force was within policy; however, the 
tactics were in violation of the Department's Performance to Standards as it 
relates to the Foot Pursuit policy. 

RECOMMENDATIONS: 


The EFRC recommended that Deputies Pellicano and DeBondt receive a 
3-day suspension.

OPENING STATEMENT 


On Tuesday, December 23, 2014, Sergeants Carlos Ybarra, Justin Diez and ШЕН 

along with Lieutenant Quitman Carter of the Internal Affairs Bureau 
responded to the Command Post on Norwalk Boulevard and Reichling Lane, in Whittier, 
regarding an On-Duty Non-Hit Shooting. There were no injuries as a result of the 
deputy involved shooting. Attorney Walter Katz of the Office of the Inspector General 
was notified and responded to the scene. 


SYNOPSIS 


On Tuesday, December 23, 2014, Deputies Michael Pellicano 8 2г Andrew De 
Bondt a = working together on PM shift as unit 152K1 out of Pico Rivera 
Station. That night, their assignment was a saturation patrol no-call car. Both deputies 
were in uniform in a marked patrol car driven by Deputy Pellicano. Around 1820 hours, 
the deputies saw a black Chrysler 300 (CAM with tinted windows illegally 
parked on the south sidewalk, in front of 10818 Whittier Boulevard. The deputies 
decided to check the vehicle regarding a possible criminal violation. Deputy Pellicano 
pulled in behind the Chrysler 300. Both deputies exited their radio car and approached 
the vehicle on foot. Deputy Pellicano made his approach on the driver's side of the 
Chrysler 300. 
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noticed Subject standing about 10 feet away from the driver's side of the 
Chrysler 300, next to a bus stop sign 


As the deputies DEREN the vehicle, they saw it was unoccupied. Deputy Pellicano 


IAB Note: The bus stop was for the Montebello bus lines and was near the curb 
line in front of a closed business at 10826 Whittier Boulevard. This location is 
part of a structure with three addresses on Whittier Boulevard: 10818, 10826 and 
10834 Whittier Boulevard. There were no visible street facing cameras on any of 
the three locations. The businesses at 10818 and 10826 Whittier Boulevard 
were vacant. The business at 10834 Whittier Boulevard belonged to "Pro Green 
Janitorial Service" and was also vacant. A directory search revealed no contact 
information for "Pro Green Janitorial Service." 


Deputy Pellicano approached Subject ега asked if he owned the car. Subject 
ШШЕ plied it was not his car and that he was waiting for a bus. Subject NNNM 
appeared abnormally nervous. He was wearing baggie clothing and had gang tattoos 
on his hand. Deputy Pellicano requested consent to conduct a pat down search and 


Subject agreed. 


IAB Note: In his interviews with Pico Rivera Station detectives and IAB 
investigators, Subject [admitted to being a member of the "Dead 
End Locos" which is a verified criminal street gang. Refer to Detective 

nd OSS Detective Stephen Valenzuela's supplemental reports in Exhibit 
A and Subjec MN ascribed interviews for further. 


During the search, Deputy Pellicano felt a handgun in Subject | right front pants 
pocket. Subject И nice the deputy had found the gun in his pants pocket and 


broke free from Deputy Pellicano's cursory search grasp. The subject immediately ran 
east on Whittier Boulevard. Deputy Pellicano told Deputy De Bondt that Subject 

had a gun. The deputies initiated a two man foot pursuit which covered an 
approximate distance of 80 yards starting near the bus stop sign in front of the business 
at 10826 Whittier Blvd, and continuing east along the southern curb line and sidewalk of 
Whittier Boulevard. The foot pursuit lasted approximately 7 to 10 seconds. 


During the pursuit, Deputy Pellicano saw Subject — yino to pull the handgun 
from his pocket and look over his right shoulder back toward the deputies. Deputy De 
Bondt also saw Subjectioulling the silver grip of a gun from his right pants 
pocket. Deputy Pellicano believed he and his partner were about to be shot by Subject 

Fearing for their safety, Deputy Pellicano fired three rounds from his 
Department issued Smith and Wesson M&P 9mm semiautomatic pistol at the subject. 
None of the three rounds fired by Deputy Pellicano hit Subject J After the third 
shot, Subject 0 stopped running and went down to the ground on the sidewalk of 
Whittier Boulevard. Refer to the aerial picture of the approximate route of the foot 
pursuit and the crime scene photographs in Exhibit B for further. 
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Neither Deputy Pellicano nor Deputy De Bondt broadcast their foot pursuit. While they 
handcuffed the subject, Deputy De Bondt broadcast they were detaining a “417” 
suspect and requested additional units to respond to their location. Seconds later, 
Sergeant Eric Arias E S on scene and was informed by the deputies that 
they had been i rsuit and that Deputy Pellicano had fired his weapon three 
times at rii" ^^" Soro Arias immediately broadcast that there had been a 
deputy involved shooting and that no one was injured. Sergeant Arias then took control 
of the crime scene. Refer to the audio of Deputy De Bondt and Sergeant Arias' radio 
traffic in Exhibit C for further. 


IAB Note: A copy of the Foot Pursuit Evaluation Form completed by Sergeant 
Harvey Crosthwaite = included in this investigation as Exhibit D. 


Subject | 9 taken into custody and a pistol was recovered from his right front 
pants pocket. The subject's pistol was a silver colored .22LR caliber, Bryco Arms, 

“Jennings J-22" pistol, serial AEN There were no bullets in Subject 
шш... The subject's gun was subsequently recovered by Crime Lab personnel 
and processed as evidence. Refer to the Crime Scene Investigation reports in Exhibits 
E, F and G for further. 


No physical force was used upon the subject during his arrest. Subject К 
transported to Whittier Presbyterian Hospital (12401 Washington Boulevard in Whittier) 
where he was treated by Doctor Samuelson for a complaint of pain to his left shoulder. 
Subject [stated to IAB investigators that he had a pre-existing shoulder injury 
that he aggravated when he laid down on the ground and by the position of his arms 
behind his back while he was handcuffed. A copy of Subject ШЕИ. ie 
records regarding his “OK to Book” from Presbyterian Intercommunity Hospital is 
provided in this investigation in Miscellaneous Documents. 


Subject vas arrested and booked for Resisting an Executive Officer, 69 PC, 
Brandishing a Weapon, 417.8 PC, and Carrying a Concealed Firearm, 25400 (a)(2) PC. 
Subject vas subsequently transferred to Los Padrinos Juvenile Hall for housing. 


It was determined Deputy Pellicano’s three 9mm rounds were shot in the direction of a 
wooden residential fence which was entirely covered in leafy shrubs on the south side 
of Whittier Boulevard. The wooden fence forms the rear boundaries to the back yards 
of the homes located on the residential street south of Whittier Boulevard (10919-10935 
See Drive, Whittier). The expended rounds were not located. A search of the area for 
witnesses was conducted and it was determined that no injuries were sustained by the 
residents in the neighborhood south of the wooden fence. Refer to the supplemental 
reports by canvassing deputies in Exhibit A for further. 


Three shell casings from Deputy Pellicano's 9mm pistol were recovered from the path of 
the foot pursuit by Crime Lab personnel and processed as evidence. Refer to the crime 
scene photographs in Exhibit B and Crime Scene Investigation reports in Exhibits E 
and F for further. Crime Lab Deputy Ray Davidson authored a Crime Scene Sketch 
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depicting the location of the three shell casings which is included in this investigation as 
Exhibit H. 


Pico Rivera Station Detective | A esponded and took over the 
criminal investigation. Deputies Pellicano and De Bondt wrote supplemental reports 
regarding the force used and force witnessed. The neighborhood where the incident 
occurred was canvassed for witnesses by Pico Rivera Station personnel. Several 
civilian witnesses were identified who heard the shots fired but did not see the shooting. 
None of the civilian witness observed Deputies Pellicano's and De Bondt's interaction 
with Subject|

23, 2014, only heard the sound of the shots and were not eyewitnesses to the 
foot pursuit or shooting incident. Their statements are documented in

INJURIES 


Subject] as not hit by gunfire during this incident and no force was used 
upon him. Subject stated he had a pre-existing left shoulder injury that he 
aggravated when he put himself on the sidewalk. Subject Т taken to 
Presbyterian Intercommunity Hospital where he was medically treated by Physician 
Assistant David Samuelson and cleared for booking. After examining Subject 


Р.А. Samuelson said there was no dislocation of the subject's left shoulder and it was 
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possibly sprained only. P.A. Samuelson did not see any evidence of fractures and or 
swelling. 


No deputies were injured during this incident. 
PHYSICAL EVIDENCE 


All of the physical evidence was processed and collected by personnel from the Crime 
Laboratory. Three shell casings ejected from Deputy Pellicano's 9mm pistol were 
recovered from the southern sidewalk and roadway of Whittier Boulevard near an alley 
east of 10826 Whittier Boulevard (location). There were no bullets or fragments 
discovered at the scene of the shooting. Subject [ЕЙ was also processed 
and collected by Crime Laboratory personnel at the location. Refer to the crime scene 
photographs taken by Crime Laboratory personnel in Exhibit B, the Crime Scene 
Investigation Report by Forensic Identification Specialist David Alonso detailing his 
collection of evidence in Exhibit E, and the crime scene sketch by Deputy Ray 
Davidson in Exhibit H for further. 


INVESTIGATOR OBSERVATIONS 


The physical evidence at the location of the incident (position of Deputy Pellicano's shell 
casings, the subject's gun and all other evidence collected at the scene) appeared to be 
consistent with Deputies Pellicano's and De Bondt's and Subject MU versions of 
events. Refer to Exhibit B for the crime scene photographs.

IAB NOTE: An examination of Deputy Pellicano's firearm by Internal Affairs 
Bureau investigators indicated he had shot a total of three rounds. Upon 
inspection after the incident, Deputy Pellicano's firearm had a chambered round 
and the magazine in the gun had fourteen rounds. Deputy Pellicano carried two 
other magazines which were fully loaded with seventeen rounds each. The 
firearm was examined by Scientific Services Firearms Identification Unit and 
found to be functional. Refer to Scientific Services Supplemental report in 
Exhibit J for further. Three expended 9mm casings were recovered at the 
scene. See the Criminal Scene Investigation Report in Exhibit E for further. 
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WEAPONS USED BY SUBJECT 


Subject MEN S oon of a Bryco Arms, Model "Jennings J-22", .22LR 
caliber, serial chrome, semi-automatic handgun. The firearm was loaded with 
an empty black magazine. There was no bullet in the chamber of the weapon. Refer to 
crime scene photographs of Subject ШИ firearm in Exhibit B and Scientific 
Services Bureau supplemental report in Exhibit G for further. The firearm was 
recovered from Subject EEE ight front pocket. An unusable fingerprint was 
discovered on the side of the black magazine from Subject firearm. Refer to 
Exhibit K for further. 


IAB Note: Per Scientific Services Bureau Deputy Steven Thomas с 
fingerprint was not suitable for comparison or entry into the fingerprint database 
due to lack of enough detail in the fingerprint. 


PROPERTY DAMAGE 


There was no property damage observed at the scene of the shooting. There were no 
marks or holes from bullet impacts discovered at the scene of the shooting.

LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


The incident occurred during night time hours (1820 hours). The sun had set at 
approximately 1649 hours on December 23, 2014. The bus stop sign in front of the 
business at 10826 Whittier Boulevard, where Subject — MS initially contacted by 
Deputy Pellicano, was lit by indirect light from a patrol car head lamps/alley lamps and 
ambient lighting from the "Super 8" gas station approximately fifty feet to the east 
(10802 Whittier Boulevard). Ambient lighting was also provided by the business on the 
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north side of Whittier Boulevard: "Auto Care Center" located at 10807 Whittier 
Boulevard and | о at There was 
no lighting from the business at 10826 Whittier Boulevard. Progressing east along the 
path of the foot pursuit, the lighting is reduced to near darkness. There was an 
overhead street light further east of the terminus of the foot pursuit on the south side of 
Whittier Boulevard but it was off throughout the duration of the scene investigation. 
There are overhead street lights on the north side of Whittier Boulevard which cycled on 
and off at approximately ten minute intervals. When the overhead street lights are off, 
the area of the southern sidewalk of Whittier Boulevard is in near total darkness. The 
weather was clear on the night of the incident. Refer to the crime scene photographs in 
Exhibit B for further. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENT 


Involved Deputy Michael Pellicano, E was interviewed by Internal Affairs 
Bureau Sergeants Carlos Ybarra and Sonja Bracken on March 10, 2015, at 1022 hours. 
Deputy Pellicano was represented by Audra Call of the Law Offices of Green and 
Shinee. The interview was conducted at the Internal Affairs Bureau and was digitally 
recorded and transcribed. The following is a summary of his interview in combination 
with his supplemental report which is included in this investigation in Exhibit A. 


Deputy Pellicano said he was working on PM shift with his partner, Deputy Andrew De 
Bondt, as unit 152K1, in a no-call car on December 23, 2014. Deputy Pellicano was the 
driver and Deputy De Bondt was the passenger. That night, their duties were to provide 
saturation patrol in the vicinity of Norwalk Boulevard and Whittier Boulevard in response 
to a spate of recent robberies and gang activity in the area. 


Deputy Pellicano drove his radio car out of a gas station on the southeast corner of 
Norwalk Boulevard and Whittier Boulevard. He drove onto eastbound Whittier 
Boulevard and saw a black Chrysler 300 parked on the sidewalk directly to the east of 
the gas station. 


IAB Note: The "Super 8" gas station is located on the southeast corner of 
Norwalk and Whittier Boulevards at 10802 Whittier Boulevard in Whittier. 


The black Chrysler 300 was parked on the southern sidewalk of Whittier Boulevard 
facing east. Deputy Pellicano said the Chrysler looked clean, shiny and had dark tinted 
windows. He thought it was strange that anyone would park a car on the sidewalk so 
he pulled his radio car onto the sidewalk behind the black Chrysler to investigate. 
Deputy Pellicano could not tell if the vehicle was occupied. He exited his radio car and 
walked up the driver's side of the Chrysler while Deputy De Bondt approached on the 
passenger side of the vehicle. 


IAB Note: The black Chrysler 300, СА was registered to witness NN 


апа was parked on the sidewalk in front of a closed business at 
10818 Whittier Boulevard. Witness | tated he parked his car on 
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the southern sidewalk of Whittier Boulevard and walked across the street to his 


t | | About fifteen minutes later, ae 
saw a deputy walking. up to his vehicle. Witness] alked 


back into ШИ When he came back out to move his car, he saw 
numerous deputies in the street and a male Hispanic in handcuffs being escorted 
to aradio car. Refer to Witness И 5 c interview for 
further. 


As he was looking inside the Chrysler to see if it was occupied, Deputy Pellicano saw a 
male (Subject facing to the west standing by a bus stop sign ten to 
fifteen feet away from the black Chrysler. He approached the male and asked him if the 
Chrysler belonged to him. Subject Asad the vehicle was not his and that he was 
waiting for the bus. Deputy Pellicano said Subject a gang tattoo on his 
right hand and was wearing baggy clothing. The subject also appeared to be nervous. 
Subject eves were wide and his voice was high and shaky when he answered 
Deputy Pellicano's questions. Deputy Pellicano thought Subject гу have 
been a gang member and asked him for consent to conduct a pat down search. 


IAB Note: As noted above, Subject Es an admitted member of the 

Whittier street gang the “Dead End Locos.” On the night of his arrest, Subject 
was wearing oversized black “Dickie” shorts with a cloth belt which had a 

metal buckle with the letter “D” on it. Refer to photographs of Subject 

clothing in OSS Detective Steven Valenzuela's supplemental report in Exhibit A 

for further. 


Subject agreed to be searched. Deputy Pellicano conducted a pat down search 
of the subject by the bus stop sign and they both faced to the northeast. Deputy 
Pellicano recalled that as he prepared to search the subject, Deputy De Bondt was 
walking behind them by the Chrysler. Deputy Pellicano said he conducted the pat down 
search of the suspect the way he was taught іп the Academy. He placed the subject's 
hands behind his back and had the subject interlock his fingers. When grabbing onto 
the subject's hands, Deputy Pellicano said he was mindful to not injure Subject 
BEB cers. Deputy Pellicano further explained that Subject Шаш: меге 
spread slightly apart and his body was leaning back a little to have him off balance. 


As soon as he started to pat down the outside of ES ight front pants 
pocket, Deputy Pellicano felt and instantly recognized the heavy metal "L" shape of a 

un. Deputy Pellicano recalled feeling the contours and ridges of the gun in Subject 
BENE pocket. 


Deputy Pellicano stated he could feel a physical reaction in Subje — E the 
moment the gun was discovered in his pants pocket. He could feel the subject begin to 
panic by tensing his body and looking about with wide eyes for a way to escape. Before 
he could turn to warn his partner about finding a gun in the subject's pocket, Subject 
broke free from Deputy Pellicano's grasp and ran east in the street along the 
south curb line of Whittier Boulevard. Deputy Pellicano yelled over to Deputy De Bondt 
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advising him that the subject had a gun. 


IAB Note: Deputy De Bondt said he was standing on the passenger side of the 
black Chrysler when he heard Deputy Pellicano say the subject had a gun. 
Deputy De Bondt then went running after Subject behind Deputy 
Pellicano. 


Knowing that Subje „> armed, Deputy Pellicano feared the subject might run 
into the nearby residential area and possibly take a hostage or attempt to carjack a 
motorist on Whittier Boulevard in order to escape. Deputy Pellicano also saw Subject 
аз a possible gang member with a gun and a danger to the public. Deput 
Pellicano immediately gave chase thinking he could quickly apprehend Subject 
in a short distance. Deputy Pellicano ran after the subject east along the south curb line 
of Whittier Boulevard. Deputy Pellicano stated he drew his weapon within the first few 
seconds of the foot pursuit and gave Subject several commands to stop and get 
on the ground. The subject did not comply. Deputy Pellicano said he was running to 
the rear and slightly left of Subjec in the street. 


Within the first few steps of the pursuit, Deputy Pellicano saw the subject reach into his 
right pants pocket trying to pull his gun out and looking back over his right shoulder at 
him. Deputy Pellicano could see the metal from the exposed part of the subject's gun 

leaming in the lights of the gas station and radio car behind him (West), as Subject 
ШШ с: bringing his gun out. Deputy Pellicano knew Deputy De Bondt was close 
by because he could hear his partner running behind him. 


Since Ѕиојес — 25 looking over his right shoulder at him, Deputy Pellicano 
stated he wanted to be out of the subject's direct line of fire and prevent the subject 
from running north across the lanes of traffic. In order to keep the subject from doing 
so, Deputy Pellicano ran in the street to the rear and left of Subject NM MN The 
subject was running in the street but getting progressively closer to the southern 
sidewalk. 


Deputy Pellicano thought the subject was looking back at him to get a fix on his location 
and could see more of Sube MR oun coming out of his right pocket. To prevent 
the subject from shooting them, Deputy Pellicano fired two rounds at соо И 
about a second apart and from а distance of ten to fifteen feet behind the subject. 
Deputy Pellicano said he was running when he fired both rounds and was holding his 
duty weapon in his right hand using both of his gun's sights to aim at the center mass of 
Subject al Deputy Pellicano thought his two rounds missed Subject 5 ince 
the subject did not seem to react. He continued to order the subject to stop running and 
get on the ground. Subject 77 to comply. 


IAB Note: Deputy Pellicano told IAB investigators he fired his first two shots by 
the mouth of an alley which is just east of 10826 Whittler Boulevard. This alley 
runs south from Whittier Boulevard then angles west to connect with Norwalk 

Boulevard. See the crime scene sketch in Exhibit H for a depiction of the alley 
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and for the location of the three shell casings from Deputy Pellicano's firearm. 


After the second shot, Subject —— vo was still running in the street inches away 
from the curb line, made a sharp right turn and ran across the low shrubs just south of 

the curb line. The right side of the subject's body was now closer to Deputy Pellicano. 

The subject was still trying to pull his gun from his right front pants pocket while looking 
at Deputy Pellicano to get a fix on his location. Fearing the subject was trying to get a 

better angle to fire his weapon at the deputies, Deputy Pellicano fired his third round at 
Subjec WM NN Deputy Pellicano also told the subject to get on the ground. 


IAB Note: Subject [NE ий he heard a deputy telling 


him to stop and freeze as he ran. Subject said he looked over his 
shoulder and saw a deputy running by his left side. Sube ien to 
having a gun in his front right pants pocket and that he was planning on throwing 
it into the bushes as he ran. He decided to go down to the ground on the 
sidewalk after hearing the third gunshot. 


When SubjectlMlllllli cp ped onto the sidewalk he turned his body left (east) then 
immediately fell down to the ground. Deputy Pellicano said it appeared the subject lost 
his footing because he slipped and went down landing on his stomach. Deputy 
Pellicano was not certain if the subject had been hit or was simply complying with 
commands to get on the ground. 


Subje M3 now lying face down on the sidewalk with his arms fully extended 
above his head. The subject's head was toward the east and his feet were pointed 
toward the west. Deputy Pellicano approached the subject and put his knee on the 
subject's back. Deputy Pellicano holstered his weapon and took hold of the subject's 
hands. At that time, Deputy De Bondt arrived and Deputy Pellicano asked him to 
handcuff the subject which he did. Deputy Pellicano then retrieved Subject IE 
gun from his right front pants pocket. 


IAB Note: In his IAB interview, Deputy De Bondt said he was not able to 
broadcast their involvement in a foot pursuit because his radio fell out of its 
holster as he ran behind Deputy Pellicano and the subject. Deputy De Bondt 
held onto the microphone cable as he ran and was not able to recover his radio 
until he stopped at the point where Deputy Pellicano was detaining Subject 

n the sidewalk. 


Deputy Pellicano said there had been no pedestrians on the sidewalk in front of them 
(east) and there was no vehicle traffic in the eastbound lanes of Whittier Boulevard 
during the foot pursuit and shooting. He noticed there was light traffic in the westbound 
lanes of Whittier Boulevard and the vehicles were stopped for a red light. Deputy 
Pellicano said the back drop for all three of his shots was the residential wooden fence 
covered in leafy shrubs on the south side of Whittier Boulevard. He was cognizant of 
aiming his shots away from the lanes of traffic on Whittier Boulevard. 
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When asked about his knowledge the Department's foot pursuit policy, Deputy Pellicano 
said he was aware that the initiating deputy should broadcast that he is involved in a 
foot pursuit; however, Deputy Pellicano said that it was not a safe option for him to stop 
and broadcast his foot pursuit because the subject was trying to pull his gun from his 
pocket within the first few steps of the chase and could have quickly fired at him or his 
partner. 


Once the subject was handcuffed, Deputy Pellicano said he discussed with Deputy De 
Bondt what information they should broadcast regarding their foot pursuit and shooting. 
Deputy Pellicano did not want to broadcast they had been involved in a shooting (998) 
because the threat posed by the subject was over when he got handcuffed and his gun 
was recovered. Deputy Pellicano explained that he did not want to put any deputies at 
risk of injuring themselves in responding quickly to a deputy involved shooting that was 
no longer active. Deputy De Bondt then broadcast over his hand held radio that they 
were detaining a suspect with a gun and requested units to set up a containment. 


Seconds later, Sergeant Eric Arias arrived on scene and took over control of the crime 
scene management. Both deputies informed Sergeant Arias they had been involved in 
a foot pursuit and shooting incident. Approximately a minute later, Sergeant Arias 
broadcast via his hand held radio that there had been a shooting (998) and requested 
units to respond Code-3 to their location. 


IAB Note: In the radio traffic from the night of the incident, Sergeant Eric Arias 
(Unit 49D1) arrived on scene approximately forty seconds after Deputy De 
Bondt's initial 10-33 radio traffic. Approximately a minute after his arrival, 
Sergeant Arias can be heard advising SCC that he was a sergeant and there had 
been a 998 at their location. Refer to the audio of the radio traffic in Exhibit C. 


In his IAB interview, Deputy Pellicano was shown a crime scene photograph taken on 
the night of the incident which depicted the two magazines he carried in his pouch on 
his Sam Browne. One of the magazines had seventeen rounds, fifteen of which were 
flat nose ammunition commonly used for shooting practice at Departmental firing 
ranges. Deputy Pellicano stated the magazine that was in his gun during the shooting 
incident was loaded with seventeen rounds of Department approved hollow points. As 


for the magazine with the practice ammunition, Deputy Pellicano said he ШУ | 
[сс тШ believed he unintentionally placed a magazine 
е used at the range into the magazine pouch of his Sam Browne. 
IAB Note: It should be noted that the chambered round and the fourteen 
remaining rounds from the magazine in Deputy Pellicano's M&P service weapon 
on December 23, 2014, were authorized RSXT ammunition. Refer to crime 


scene photos in Exhibit B and the Scientific Services Bureau Supplemental 
Report on Deputy Pellicano's Firearm in Exhibit J for further. 


IAB Note: All of the photographs shown to Deputy Pellicano during his IAB

WITNESS STATEMENTS 


Witness Deputy Andrew De Bondt, ШШШ was interviewed by Internal Affairs 
Bureau Sergeants Carlos Ybarra and Sonja Bracken on March 10, 2015, at 1233 hours. 
Deputy De Bondt was represented by Audra Call of the Law Offices of Green and 
Shinee. The interview was conducted at the Internal Affairs Bureau and was digitally 
recorded and transcribed. The following is a summary of his interview in combination 
with his supplemental report which is included in this investigation in Exhibit A 


Deputy De Bondt stated Deputy Michael Pellicano was his partner on December 23, 
2014, and they worked in a no-call saturation patrol car in the unincorporated County 
area of Whittier. That night, their duties were to patrol the area around Norwalk and 
Whittier Boulevards in response to a recent rise in crime in the vicinity of that 
intersection. Deputy Pellicano was driving their patrol car as they drove through the 
Arco Gas station (Super 8 Gas Station) on the southeast corner of Whittier and Norwalk 
Boulevards. 


Deputy De Bondt and his partner saw a black Chrysler (СА parked on the 

southern sidewalk of Whittier Boulevard just east of them. They discussed how the 

black vehicle looked out of place and suspicious with tinted windows parked on the 

sidewalk. They drove to the vehicle and Deputy De Bondt did not initially see Subject 
standing near the Chrysler. 


Deputy De Bondt and Deputy Pellicano were walking around the black Chrysler looking 
inside to see if it was occupied. As he was looking inside the vehicle from the 
passenger side, Deputy De Bondt noticed Subject standing about ten to fifteen 
feet from the driver's side of the Chrysler by a bus stop sign. Deputy De Bondt wrote in 
his supplemental report that Subject NNNM was wearing baggy clothing and was in an 
area known for gang activity. There were no other pedestrians in the area, at the time, 
and the area was dark except for the illumination provided by their patrol car headlights. 
Deputy Pellicano told Deputy De Bondt he was going to contact the subject. Deputy De 
Bondt continued looking inside the Chrysler. 


A few seconds later, Deputy De Bondt started walking over toward the bus stop sign 
where Deputy Pellicano was searching Subject MM Suddenly, the subject broke 
free from Deputy Pellicano's hold and ran eastbound along the southern curb line of 
Whittier Boulevard. Deputy Pellicano told Deputy De Bondt that the subject had a gun. 
Deputy Pellicano ran after 58иЬ]есЇ giving him commands to stop running and 
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show them his hands. Deputy De Bondt said he also ran after the subject behind 
Deputy Pellicano. There were no vehicles moving on Whittier Boulevard at the time 
possibly due to a red traffic signal at the intersection. 


Deputy De Bondt said he was running on the southern sidewalk about fifteen feet 
ind and to the right of Deputy Pellicano, who was about ten feet behind Subject 

in the street. As he ran from them, Deputy De Bondt saw the subject leaning 
over slightly to his right, as he reached deep into his pants pocket with his right hand. 
Sec MUN oes like he was struggling to pull his gun out. Deputy De Bondt said 
he saw the silver tip of the butt of a gun as the subject began pulling it up and out of his 
pants pocket. As Subject Тї pulling the gun out of his pocket, he was looking 
over his right shoulder at Deputy Pellicano. The subject quickly turned his body to his 
right toward the pursuing deputies. Fearing that Subject vas about to shoot at 
them, Deputy De Bondt drew his own weapon; however, he did not shoot at Subject 

ecause Deputy Pellicano was ahead of him. Deputy De Bondt did not feel he 

had a clear line of fire. 


When he saw the silver metal butt of the subject's gun coming out of his pants pocket, 
Deputy De Bondt saw and heard Deputy Pellicano fire two rounds in quick succession 
at the subject. Deputy Pellicano fired a third shot at the running subject about a second 
later. After the third shot, Deputy De Bondt wrote that the subject fell to the ground. 
The deputies and the subject were now in a darker area of Whittier Boulevard. Deputy 
Pellicano was holding the subject's arms behind his back as Deputy De Bondt arrived 
seconds later and handcuffed the subject. Deputy De Bondt wrote that he asked the 
subject where his gun was, to which the subject stated the gun was in his right front 
pants pocket. Deputy Pellicano then pulled a semi-automatic pistol from Subject 
Alvarez's right front pants pocket. As Deputy De Bondt placed the subject in the patrol 
car, Subject stated he found the gun in the trash. 


Deputy De Bondt said Deputy Pellicano fired all three rounds as he was running in the 
street. Deputy De Bondt was shown photographs of the area and he said Deputy 
Pellicano fired his three rounds near the mouth of the alley that runs south from Whittier 
Boulevard. 


IAB Note: All of the photographs shown to Deputy De Bondt during his IAB 
interview are included in this investigation in Exhibit M. 


Deputy De Bondt said he was aware that per Department policy he should have made a 
radio broadcast advising SCC they were in a foot pursuit. Deputy De Bondt explained 
that as soon as he started running, his portable radio fell out of its holster and began to 
wrap around his leg. When he grabbed the microphone that was attached to the front of 
his shirt, the weight of the radio dragging on the ground made him lose hold of the 
microphone. Deputy De Bondt said he was running with his gun in his right hand and 
trying to pick up his radio with his other hand while keeping an eye on the subject. By 
the time he got control of his radio, the subject was already on the ground. Deputy De 
Bondt put out a 10-33 broadcast that they were detaining a “417” suspect then he 
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handcuffed the subject. Refer to the audio of the radio traffic from Dispatch 13 on 
December 23, 2014, in Exhibit C. 


When asked why he did not mention that he and his partner had been involved deputy 
involved shooting in his initial 10-33 broadcast, Deputy De Bondt said the incident 
happened so quickly and he got caught up in the “heat of the moment" (De Bondt, p17). 
Deputy De Bondt added that Sergeant Eric Arias arrived at their location within 
seconds. After informing him about the incident, Sergeant Arias put out a radio 
broadcast advising that there had been a deputy involved shooting (998). 


For Deputy De Bondt's complete statement, refer to his transcribed interview. Deputy 
De Bondt documented his actions and observations regarding the incident in a 
supplemental report that is included with this investigation in Exhibit A. 


Sergeant Eric Arias, AE was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant 
Carlos Ybarra on April 7, 2015, at 1044 hours. The interview was conducted at Norwalk 
Station and was digitally recorded and transcribed. The following is a summary of his 
interview. 


Sergeant Arias was assigned to Norwalk Station at the time of the incident. He 
supervised a five man team composed of three deputies from Norwalk Station and two 
deputies (Pellicano and De Bondt) from Pico Rivera Station. All five of his deputies 
were assigned full time to his team. Sergeant Arias explained that his team was funded 
by a grant from County Supervisor Don Knabe's office and their focus was to work as a 
crime suppression team in the unincorporated county areas of Norwalk and Pico Rivera 
Stations. 


The entire team would work in the same area together to target specific patterns of 
crime and Sergeant Arias would remain in the vicinity. Sergeant Arias knew that 
Deputies Pellicano and De Bondt had worked a radio car as partners before joining his 
team. He was confident in both deputies' abilities to work on his team. 


On December 23, 2014, Sergeant Arias said he was at a nearby “7-11” store when he 
heard Deputy De Bondt’s radio broadcast that they were detaining a "417" suspect. 
Sergeant Arias responded to their location on Whittier Boulevard east of Norwalk 
Boulevard. As he approached the location, Sergeant Arias saw Deputies' Pellicano and 
De Bondt's radio car parked on the southern sidewalk of Whittier Boulevard, east of the 
gas station. Sergeant Arias parked his radio car behind theirs. He did not immediately 
see the deputies until bystanders at the gas station advised him that Deputies Pellicano 
and De Bondt were further east on Whittier Boulevard. 


Sergeant Arias found both deputies with the subject about 100 yards east of their radio 
car. They were on the tree lined southern sidewalk of Whittier Boulevard and it was 
very dark. When Sergeant Arias walked up to them, Deputies Pellicano and De Bondt 
had just finished handcuffing Subject NN were preparing to lift him up on his 
feet. 
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Sergeant Arias spoke to Deputy Pellicano first, who informed him about the details that 
lead up to his contact with Ѕирјес Ш Deputy Pellicano then explained how he felt 
a gun in the subject's pants pocket, the ensuing foot pursuit, and shooting incident. 
Sergeant Arias learned that as they ran east from the black Chrysler, Deputy Pellicano 
saw Subjectllattempting to remove the gun from his pants pocket. Deputy 
Pellicano told Sergeant Arias he could see light reflecting off the shiny metal of the 
subject’s gun and that he told the subject to stop running several times. 


Deputy Pellicano also told Sergeant Arias that he fired three rounds at Subject | 
and that the backdrop of the shots had been a wooden fence on the east side of the 
mouth of the alley that ran from Whittier Boulevard to Norwalk Boulevard. Sergeant 
Arias said he was surprised when he first learned there had been a shooting. Sergeant 
Arias then immediately made a radio broadcast advising SCC that there had been a 
“998” and that the situation was under control. Sergeant Arias directed more units to 
respond to their location to contain the crime scene and look for witnesses. Once 
assisting units arrived, Sergeant Arias told deputies to canvass the residences south of 
the wooden fence that formed the backdrop of Deputy Pellicano’s three shots. 


IAB Note: All of the contacts with the residents were documented in 
supplemental reports in Exhibit A. As noted above, there were no injuries to any 
of the residents south of the wooden fence and no property damage could be 
located. 


Sergeant Arias said he spoke to Deputy De Bondt to confirm which way Deputy 
Pellicano’s rounds had travelled and to gather details about their foot pursuit. Deputy 
De Bondt told Sergeant Arias that since Deputy Pellicano was the faster runner, they 
had pre-planned that Deputy De Bondt would put out any radio traffic should they get in 
a foot pursuit. Deputy De Bondt told Sergeant Arias that he was unable to put out any 
radio traffic because he had lost control of his radio as he ran behind Deputy Pellicano. 


Sergeant Arias said he asked both deputies why they had not broadcast that a shooting 
had occurred. Neither deputy could give a clear explanation other than the incident 
happened so quickly. Sergeant Arias discussed with both deputies the importance of 
putting out a radio broadcast when they become involved in a foot pursuit or a shooting. 
Both deputies were receptive to this discussion.

Since he did 
not think the young male was waiting for a bus, Mr BEEN touch it was best 
to lock his car. 


Approximately five to ten minutes later, he came out of his store and saw a patrol car 
parked on the southern sidewalk behind his black Chrysler. He then saw two deputies 
running from his parked Chrysler eastbound on Whittier Boulevard and out of view. Mr. 
ШШШ vc back inside his store to tell his co-workers he was going across 
the street to move his Chrysler. About three minutes later, Mr. БИЛЕ: 
his tire store and saw two deputies walking a handcuffed male to their patrol car. The 
male was the same person r >: seen earlier standing in the 
doorway of the building.

There was 
no one standing by the black Chrysler at the time. About a minute later, he looked 
south across the street again and noticed a patrol car was parked behind the black 
Chrysler. A deputy was walking up the passenger side of the Chrysler looking inside 
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the car. The deputy then ran eastbound with his hand on his holstered firearm and out 
of view. Mr. did not know why the deputy was running. 


Less than ten seconds later, VA Ə he heard three gunshots. The other 
people immediately around him did not react or seem to hear the gunshots. A few 
minutes later, М. MR 2. two deputies walking with a male Hispanic in 
handcuffs to their radio car. There were several other deputies in the area by that time. 


Mr В the area around the parked black Chrysler and radio car was visible 
to him but it was dark as the sun had already set. There were no other people in the 
area of the vehicles even though it was a bus stop area.

Minutes later, she telephoned her to notify him about hearing the gunshots. She 
did not look out of her window until thirty minutes later when she saw several patrol cars 
in the street and a black car parked on the southern sidewalk of Whittier Boulevard.

On December 23, 2014, at 2255 hours, Pico Rivera Station Detectives] 
HEM Eric Callahan NN interviewed Subject lat Pico Rivera 


Station. Their interview was digitally recorded and transcribed. The following is a 
summary of their interview. 
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зибјес — [M the detectives that he knew he was arrested for being in 
possession of a gun. Subject stated he found the gun in the trash by his home 
five days prior to the shooting incident with Deputies Pellicano and De Bondt. The 
subject carried the gun for protection from a rival gang (Whittier Barrio Locos). 


Regarding his contact with the deputies, Subject sai a deputy asked to search 
him. During the pat down search, the deputy touched the subject's right front pants 
pocket and found the gun. The deputy told the subject he was under arrest; however, 
Subje said he ran from the deputy out of fear of being arrested with a gun on 
him. As soon as he took off running, Subject [said he heard the deputy say, 


“Oh, fuck. Oh, fuck” p8). When he heard the first shot fired by the pursuing 
deputy, Subject thought it was a Taser being fired at him. After hearing the 
second and third shots, Subject г put himself on the ground. Subject ШШШ 


said he did not point his gun at the pursuing deputies. Subject [stated he did not 
want to toss his gun on the street where it could easily be found. The subject said he 
planned on running to a different street to toss his gun in the bushes and keep on 
running from the deputies. 


Subject И said he hurt his shoulder when he went down to the ground. He had a 
pre-existing shoulder injury and re-aggravated it when he went down to the ground. 
Subject M admitted to being in a member of the “Dead End Locos” street gan 
and that his a RR At the end of his interview with Detectives e. 
Callahan, Subject provided a written statement in which he said he had had a 
gun on him when he was contacted by deputies and how they shot at him.

The 
interview was conducted at Pico Rivera Station and was digitally recorded and 
transcribed. The following is a summary of the interview. 


Subject Е to having a gun in his pants pocket when he was contacted by 
deputies on the night of the incident. Subject M MN i he was waiting for the 
number 10 bus at a bus stop next to an alley on Whittier and Norwalk Boulevards. The 
area was pitch black, with the only illumination coming from the vehicles' headlights on 
Whittier Boulevard. There was a black Chrysler parked on the sidewalk about ten feet 
away from where he was standing. A Sheriff's radio car pulled up to the Chrysler. Two 
deputies approached him. One of the deputies asked Subject MN the Chrysler 
belonged to him. Subject 2 the deputy the car did not belong to him and that 
he was waiting for the bus. 
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The deputy than asked Subject — г he had anything on his person. The deputy 
started touching the outside of the subject's pants pockets. When the deputy felt the 
outside of Subject {right front pants pocket containing the gun, the deputy told 
him to put his hands behind his back. When the deputy started to pull the subject's 
hands toward his back, Subject — x he took off running because he knew the 
deputy had found the gun in his pocket. The deputy chased after him saying, "Oh, fuck. 
Oh, fuck" иш 


Subject [said he ran on the sidewalk of Whittier Boulevard away from Norwalk 
Boulevard. The deputy that had been searching him told him to stop and freeze. As he 
ran, the subject said he heard two to three gun shots. The subject said he did not know 
the first two rounds were gunshots because they sounded like a popping noise. Subject 

said he looked back at the deputies as he ran and thought he saw the red light 
of a Taser pointing at him. He said the Taser was black in color. 


IAB Note: On the night of the incident, Deputy De Bondt was carrying a yellow 
colored Taser in a holster on his right thigh. In his IAB interview, Deputy De 
Bondt said he drew his firearm from its holster as he ran after Subject MN 
Deputy Pellicano did not have a Taser that night; however his M&P firearm was 
equipped with a red laser sight. Refer to the crime scene photographs of 
Deputies De Bondt and Pellicano in Exhibit B. 


There was a deputy running in the street on the subject's left side. After hearing the last 
gunshot, Subject Б he recognized it was a gunshot. He jumped from the 
street and over a bush holding onto his baggy shorts by the waist and laid down on the 
sidewalk. When he went down to the ground, Subject шш: he re-aggravated an 
injury to his left shoulder that he sustained a year prior to the incident. Subject 

said he left shoulder easily becomes dislocated and when he jumped over the bush it 
popped out of place. His shoulder also hurt when he was handcuffed with his arms 
behind his back. He did not have any other injuries or complaints of pain from his 
contact with deputies that night. 


So AUN the gun he was carrying as a gray .22 caliber pistol that he 
found in the trash by his home about five days prior to his contact with deputies. The 
subject said he carried the gun for protection from his neighborhood gang (Whittier 
Barrio Locos). The subject described the deputy that shot at him as having short, spiky 
blond hair with a large build. When asked, Ѕирјес гіс that at no time did he 
point his gun at the deputies or try to pull it out of his pocket while he was running from 
them.

and witnesses personnel did not collectively consult with their attorney or 
representative. In addition, Lieutenant Carter checked to see if the watch commander 
attempted to have the involved parties and witness personnel gather in the company of 
a supervisor until they have provided a statement to the assigned investigators. 
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
